It 
regulates with perfect accuracy and uniformit 
the number of its strokes in a given time, and it 
counts and records them as a clock does the 
beats of its pendulum; it regulates the quantity 
of steam admitted to work; the briskuess of the 
fire; the supply of water tothe boiler; the supply 
of coals to the fire; it opens and shuts its valves 
with mathematical precision as to time and man- 
ner; it oils its joints; it takes out any air which 
may accidentally enter into parts that should be 
vacuous; it warns its attendants, by ringing a 
bell, when any thing goes wrong which it cannot 
of itself reetify ;—and with all these talents and 
qualities, and though it have the power of six 
hundred horses, it is obedient to the, band of a 
child: its aliment ie coal, wood, chatcoal, or 
other combustible; it consumes noe while idtu;

In fact the latter was 
the most gratifying to those who fought the bat- 
tles of freedom,—and when the necessity for far- 
ther resistance ceased, they gladly relinquished 
their weapons and returned to the firesides their 
valor had preserved from insult and spoliation. 
It was their boast to have fought for their coun- 
pi and to their country they cheerfully resign- 
ed the laurels they had won. This generous de- 
votedness of the American suldiery to the princi- 
ples of liberty and equal rights, and their prompt 
obedience to civil government, have no parallel 
in history. They have never been adequately re- 
warded, but lot them be gratefully remembered.

ENGLAND.—Parliament re-assembled on 

the 15th of April, the day fixed for meeting afier 

the Easter hol.teys. Lotd Eldon presented a 

petition to the Lords, against the Unitarian 

marriage bill, which he considered as asking for 

a relief which was unnecessary. The Test and 

Corporation Acts had not yet been taken up in 

the H «se of Lords. The new bill for consoli- 

dating the acts relative to offences against por- 
sons was passed with some amendments. 

We understand that sovereigns, to the ex- 
tent of £100,000 have been coined at the Mint 
for the firm of Rothschild & Co.; and it is report- 


led that they are either shipped, or are on the 


point of being so, for the Continent. 

A third irruption of the Thames Tunnel took 
place on the 13th April, but it was considered 
susceptible of repair. , 

The Sphynx, a Sunday paper, of April 6, says 
there is a report in circulation, whieh we beheve 
to be well founded, thatthe new Premier js al- 
ready disgusted with the cares of #ice.

A Liverpool paper of the 2d of April says, 
‘* Emigration from this port to the United States 
has recommenced with great activity. On Sun- 
day 264 persons sailed fur N. York in the Mar- 
chioness of Queensbury.’’ 

In the London Courier of the 2d April, we find 
the followmg article:—* While the Mediway, 
Captain Wight, wasim Bahia, refreshing on her 
voyage to New South Wales, a small achooner 
came in from the coast of Africa, with 400 slaves. 
It appeared that she had onginally taken on 
beard 6060 in all, male and female, but being 
chased by a shipof war, to prevent capture and 
to lighten the vessel, the captain had thrown 
two hundred of them overboard!"’ 

The general opinion seems to be that the 
Catholie question will be, carried by a majority 
of six in the Commons, though it is equally cer- 
tain, it will be lost by a large majority in the 
Lords.—Lir. Courier. ‘

Upon a recent exammation of the ‘I hames tun- 
nel, the most sanguine anticipations were enter- 
tained that the works would be speedily resum- 
ed. All these hopes have proved fallacigus.— 
Further disasters have taken place, and the tun- 
nel was again full of water. 

The Finance Committee are stated to haye 
issued circulars to the different Government De- 
partments in Ireland for various returns, in order 
that immediately upon the resumption of their 
duties after the recess, they may proceed to the 
examination of the expenses connected with the 
diferent departments in Ireland. The returns 
called for are the names of all the officers hold- 
ing more than one situation—of all officers who 
at any time retired on pension, and were after- 
wards put into situations again—likewise the 
names of all half-pay ollicers who hold civil 
situations. Itis supposed that no individual will 
be allowed to held two situations, and that he 
must either resign his pension or hold only the 
one for which he does duty.

CONGRESS. 

Different Nations have given to the Supreme Legisla- 
tive power of the land, differeat names to designate 
their Assemblies, generally from what they were dee- 
tined to do or to be, rather than what they had done.— 
The Romans gave to their chief councils the name of 
Senate, because the duty of that body was to provide 
for the health of the State. More modern nations have 
us*d the term Parliameut, whether because the mom-

Most of the political Journals of the times have at- 
tempted to throw upon one or other of the two parties 
in the present Congress, the blame of protracting the 
Session, and delaying business by unnecessary verbiage; 
if either side was exclusively in fault, it might be consi- 
dered a violation of our neutrality to offer a censure 
apon the measure ; as there would not be wanting those 
who would denounce us as connected with the opposite 
division, though we do not see why, as public jour- 
nalists, we ruay not censure the errors of either party, or 
any body of men, without incurring the censure of being 
apologists for the faults of their opponents; but unluckily 
for the country, though fortumately for our claims to 
neutrality, we find “ errors on both sides,” sius that de- 
mand notice, ions and issions that if not early 
dealt with, must produce evils of the most fatal kind. 

The Session of our National Congress, that is ap- 
proaching a close, has been distinguished beyond all 
others for the loquacity of its members, and the extreme 
irrelevancy and impertinence of their harangues. With 
many, the dignity of the representatives of a great peo- 
ple has been merged in the devotion to party feuds ; 
and men who should have regarded themselves high for 
‘thew constituents’ sake, have mingled with time servers 
and demagogues, and prostitated time and talents to the 
retarding of public business, and the defamation of pub- 
lic men. 





the measures that should have claimed decided and 
deliberate attention, have been deferred until the very 


of attention they deserve, it will be proof positive that 
other matters of infinitely less import have occupied an 
undue portion of time, and wasted an inordinate amount 
of public money. While on that subject, we may ob- 
serve that the giving of three or four hours to any dis- 
cussion in Congress, is bestowing upon the measure as 
many thousand dollars, and where no great principle is 
involved, 4 would be well for those who praie so loudly 
about economy, to recollect that those who pay taxes, 
would as lief that their money should go in prodigal ex-

It is in the nature of things that a certain class of ao- 
ciety should be jealous of those who enact or execute 
laws; itiethe weakness of our nature to envy what we 


cannot reach; and hence those who attain eminence 
for the public good, should not only avek the object for 
which they are elevated, but should also do it in a man 


ner that shall satisfy their consistuents. While the mea- 





| sures are in operation, the people raust be privy to ther 
own councils or they will grow weary of waiting for re- 
sulis, and especially will they be restive under disayp- 
| pomtmert. 


We are not affectins wisdomm—what we as 
| sert are the mere truisms of political egenomy, obvious 
to a mere casual observer, so plainly writen upon pub- 
le institutions, that ‘ he who runs may read;" yet, un- 
happily, neglected by those to whom are intrusted the 
ark of our political safety. In other countries, this reek- 
lessness of public concerns, this substitution of se 'f for 
all, if not less dangerous in its ultimate result, is at least 
without the immediate deleterous consequences, that ure 
to be feared in this nation, where each rman is taught to 
connect himeclf with the eflects of public measures, and 
where the press keeps a constant Communication between
